T uesday night and the required ten 
m ore assured today, the R ush Coun­ 
ty C ountry Club is now a reality, the 
stockholders 
having voted u n a n i­ 
mously last evening at the meeting 
in the court house, to in stru c t the 
directors 
to purchase the tra c t cf 
sixty-one and a trac tio n acres from 
R obert A. louis at $200 an acre im­ 
mediately. 
W ith a few am endm ents, the by­ 
law s which were presented by 
the 
board of directors last night 
were 
adopted 
and a committee o f three 
w as appointed to d raw up a co n sti­ 
tution and by-law s, as well as a r ­ 
ticles of incorporation, which will be 
tiled with the secretary o f state in a 
few days. 
The hoard of directors will appoint 
the standing com m ittees in 
a 
few 
days, the tirst one to he the finance 
committee which will be in charge of 
tin* collection o f the subscriptions 
f o r stock.* 
The business of putting the land 
in condition for use next spring will 
be sta rte d this fall, including 
the 
erection of a chih house 
and 
the 
building of a golf course. 
The proposition 
will lie financed 
with the money derived from 
Abe 
sale o f common stock, which is lim­ 
ited to two hundred sh ares, and of 
preferred stock, which will be limited 
to one hundred and fifty sh ares in 
the constitution and by-law s. 
Tho constitution and by-law s will 
provide th at the p erferred stock sell 
fo r $100 a share and d ra w five p e r­ 
cent interest, hut only the holders 
o f common stock shall have ti vote. 
A pproxim ately $5,‘OOO in p referred 
stock w as subscribed last night. 
R alph Payne, as tem porary sec­ 
re ta ry of the meeting, re ad the p ro ­ 
posed 
by-law s and they were then 
taken ii]>,

by section, as 
finest ions were raised by stock m em­ 


b e r s of the (dub. 
One am endm ent 
passed 
by the 
m em bers was th a t tin* stock shall lie 
non-assessable, and that this fa ct 
shall he stated in the constitution 
as by-law s as well as in the 
stock 
certificate itself. 
A nother 
am endm ent 
which 
w as 
adopted provides th a t the c o n stitu ­ 
tion and by-law s shall not he am end­ 
ed except bv a 
m ajority 
o f 
the 
stock mem bers present at any given 
meeting, provided every stock m em ­ 
ber h as been notified o f th e 
pro-* 
posed amendment and w hat its p u r ­ 
poses, 
th irty d ay s in advance of 
the meeting. The by-law s presented 
by the board of directors provided 
th a t the by-law s could be changed 
by a m ajo rity vote of the hoard of 
directors. 
These were the only changes o f 
an y im portance in the by-law s offer­ 
ed by the hoard of directors. 
One 
m inor change provided an u n m a r­ 
ried 
wom an over tw enty-one years' 
o f age living with her parents, might 
rem ain in the club on a household 
memliership. Tt Was discovered th at 
the .sections of the by-law s conflict­ 
ed in such a w ay as to m ake no p ro ­ 
vision fo r people of this class.

ra ise d as to w hether the am ount of 
stock should be stipulated in the a r ­ 
ticles of incorporation.

19.— President 
H arding here today announced his 
unequivocal opposition to the t inted 
S ta tes becoming a p a rty to an y “a l­ 
liances in a rm s” or subm erging its 
nationality to a world soverigntv. 
S tanding 
on the spot where the 
B ritish general, Cornwallis (aided the 
revolutionary 
w a r by surrendering 
to George W ashington, who opposed 
entangling alliances a t the birth of 
the republic, the president indicated 
la* hoped the forthcom ing limitation 
of arm am ents conference Woald bring 
an “ u nderstanding and co-operative 
endeavor which shuns the alliance 
in arm s.” 
The president’s speech w as taken 
to m ean th a t he is opposed to sug­ 
gestions from abroad th at the U nit­ 
ed S ta tes join the A nglp-Japanese a l­ 
liance or a tifv the tri-p a rte treaties 
with G reat B ritain and F rance for 
the defense of the latter. 
H arding 
em phasized 
th a t 
interdependence 
am ong the nations is necessary but 
asserted em phatically th a t 
“ a p ro ­ 
gram which seeks to submerge n a ­ 
tionality will succeed.” 
R egarding a “ world sovereignty” 
which might be taken to mea.ii L ea­ 
gue of N ations, the president said : 
“ One need not picture a world sov­ 
ereignty, ruling over all the varying 
races, traditions and national cul­ 
tures because it would never be. 
“ T hat would m ean a social, insti­ 
tutional and intellectual s ta n d a rd iz a ­ 
tion utterly inharm onious with 
the 
plan th a t filled the world with d if­ 
fering 
peoples, 
civilizations 
and 
purposes. 
“ No program which seeks to sub­ 
merge nationality will succeed. This 
republic 
will 
never 
surren d er 
so 
priceless a heritage, will never de­ 
stroy the soul which impelled 
our 
gratify in g attain m en ts.” 
Out of the revolutionary w a r came 
a trium ph 
of 
freedom 
of liberal 
freedom which caused an honorable 
and unbroken 
peace 
between the 
United S ta te s and G reat B ritain fo r 
m ore th an a century, H ard in g said,

received no depository interest. Re­ 
cords in the state treasurer’s office 
show, the report says, that since the 
revolving fund has been placed with 
a bank to draw interest, this action 
following the appointment 
of 
Mr. 
Lyons a s director and John lh Wil­ 
liams chief clerk to reorganize the 
finances of tile department, his drawn 
$206.33 depository interest.

The revolving fund, the intent of 
which was to take care of the main­ 
tenance 
pay roll, and such emer­ 
gencies that might arise, and which 
w a s first authorized in the sum of 
$5,000, grew to more than $100,000 
under the old administration, the re­ 
port says. When the change iii a d ­ 
ministration took place the deposi­ 
tory s h o w e d a balance of $70,065.30 
Of this amount $38,437.06 was repre­ 
sented by outstanding checks and 
the remainder was turned over to 
the department by the retiring direc­ 
tor. 
The report recommends that p ay ­ 
ment 
on all outstanding checks he 
stopped on Sept. 30, that the r e s i ­

Charges To be Made Against Rail­ 
road Executives and 
Labor 
Leaders, it is Intimated

Opinion Advanced That Each Side

next few days. 
The railroads want passage imme­ 
diately by Congress of the railroad 
refunding Hill under which they will 
receive $500,000,000 from the fed­ 
eral 
treasury with an Amendment 
giving them the right to sue tor the 
now famous “inefficiency of labor" 
claims, 
totalling hundreds of mil­ 
lions. 
The 
brotherhoods want the rail­ 
roads forced hack into the hands of 
the government v.U'i eventual gov­ 
ernment ownership. 
Certain 
members 
of 
congress 
frankly state they believe that some 
of the rail executives on the 
one 
hand and tin* union leaders on 
the 
other, have seized on tile present cri­ 
sis a> their 
opportunity 
to force 
through their programs. 
These 
Congressmen 
are 
seeking 
evidence to support this belief with 
the idea of making the charges on 
the floor. 
The government already has de­ 
cided it will not he coerced or bull­ 
dozed by either side, it was learned 
by high authority. 
The railroad executives were 
in­ 
formed about ten days ago by mem- 
liers of the Senate Interstate Com­ 
merce Committee, that the provision 
giving them the right to sue for in­

British general, Cornwallis ended the 
revolutionary war by surrendering 
to George Washington, who opposed 
entangling alliances at the birth of 
the republic, the president indicated 
he hoped the forthcoming limitation 
of armaments conference would bring

endeavor which shuns the alliance 
in arms." 


The president's speech was taken 


to mean that he is opposed to sug- 
gestions from abroad that the Unit- 
ed States join the Anglp-Japancse al- 
liance or atify Tthe tri-parte treaties 
with Great Britain and France for 
the defense of the latter.

road Executives and Labor 


Leaders, it is Intimated , 


TO 
FORCE 
REFUNDING 
BILL 


Opinion Advanced That Each Side 


is Attempting to Force Govern- 


ment to Beneficial Action

Oct. 19.—Charges 


that railroad executives and union 
labor leaders both are" endeavoring 
to utilize the rail crisis to force gov- 
ernment 
action beneficial to them 


may be made in congress within the 
next few days. 


The railroads want passage imme- 


diately by Congress of the railroad 
refunding bill under which they will 
receive ,$500,000,000 from the fed- 
eral 
treasury with an Amendment 


giving them the right to sue for the 
now famous "inefficiency of labor" 
claims, 
totalling hundreds of mil- 


lions.

The brotherhoods want the rail- 


roads forced back into the hands of 
the government with eventual gov- 
ernment ownership. 


Certain 
members of 
congress 


frankly state they believe that some 
of Hie rail executives on the 
one 


hand and the union leaders on the 
other, have seized on the present cri- 
sis as their 
opportunity to force 


through their programs. 


These Congressmen are seeking 


evidence to support this belief with 
the idea of making the charges on 
the floor. 


The government already lias de- 


cided it will not be coerced or bullT 
dozed by either side, it was learned 
by high authority. 


The railroad executives were in- 


formed about ten days ago by mem- 
bers of the Senate Interstate Com- 
merce Committee, that the provision 
giving them the right to sue for in- 
efficiency 
of labor during the war 


would not be put in the railroad re- 
funding bill by the Senate. 
A few 


days later they met in Chicago and 
in the face of a 
big strike 
vote 


against a previous wage cut, gave 
notice they would ask for further 
reductions. 


In Cleveland, union leaders 
were 


quoted as saying that they believed 
government seizure of the railroads 
was the only solution of the present 
difficulty.
